CHICAGO, July 28 (AP)—A 


big helicopter ferrying passen- | 
gers between airports suddenly | 


lost power and plunged in a mass 


of flames into a suburban cem- | 


etery last night. All 13 persons 
aboard were killed. 


Wreckage and bodies were 
scattered over a wide area. 

A swath of clipped tree tops 
almost 600 feet long indicated 
the pilot tried desperately to 
gain altitude up to the time of 
the crash. 

Witnesses said the craft, an 
S-58, carrying 11 passengers and 
a crew of two, stopped in air, 
zigzagged a moment and then 
plummeted to the ground in 
flames. 


From Midway Airport. 


The helicopter, owned by Chi- 
cago Helicopter Airways, Ipc., 
was on an 11-minute trip from 
Midway Airport on the south- 
west side to O’Hare interna- 
tional Airport on the northwest 
side. 

It plunged into the Forest 
Home cemetery near the Des 
Plaines river. The area lies be- 
tween suburban Maywood and 
Forest Park.

Tail Sheared Off. 


The tail section of the heli- 
copter was found sheared from 
the fusellage in a grassy part of 
the cemetery. The main section, 
carrying at least five bodies, 
was spotted nearly two blocks 
away in a mass of tombstones. 
An official of Chicago Helicopter 
Airways said the tail section 
apparently fell off in flight. 

Lt. Sidney Goldenberg of the 
Cook county sheriff’s police said 
searchers accounted for 11 bodies 
and had no hope for the other 
two persons reported aboard: 

He said at least two witnesses 
said the plane “blew up” in the 
air, but others said the craft sud- 
denly lost power and dropped. 

This was the second helicop- 
ter crash in Chicago in recent 
months. A few months ago a 
helicopter used to report traffic 
in the city crashed on the west 
side killing a police broadcaster 
and a pilot. 


Man Found in Crater. 

TOKYO, July 28 (AP)—Faini 
cries for help were heard yes- 
terday from the smoke -filled 
crater of Mt. Mihara on Oshima 
island. A six-man rescue party 
wearing heat-resistant clothes 
and gas masks descended and 
found a man lying unconscious 
on a rock more than 200 yards 
down. He was believed to have 
attempted suicide.

CHICAGO, July 28—Vice Presi- 
dent Richard M. Nixon of Cali- 
fornia, unanimously nominated 
for President last night by the 
twemy-seventh Republican na- 
tional convention, quickly assert- 
ed his actwe leadership of tHe 
party today by choosing Henry 
Cabot Lodge Jr. of Massachu- 
setts, United States representa- 
tive to the United Nations, as his 
running mate. 


The convention, meeting at 
6:30 p.m. today, will ratify the 
choice by formally nominating 
Lodge for Vice President, After 
acceptance speeches by the two 
nominees, the convention will ad- 
journ. 


Tomorrow the national com- 
mittee will meet to elect a na- 
tional chairman and make plans 
for the November elections. 


| Nixon, a 47-year-old Quaker, 


'has acknowledged he faces for- 
midable opposition from the 
ticket of Senator John F. Kenne- 
dy of Massachusetts and Senate 
majority leader Lyndon B. John- 
son of Texas, who were nomi- 
nated by the Democratic natjonal 
convention at Los Angeles two 
weeks ago. 
Backed by Eisenhower. 

The nomination of Nixon was’ 
virtually assured in December 
when Gov. Nelson A. Rockefeller 
of New York announced he would 
not campaign for the presidency. 
Soon after, President Eisenhower 
publicly indorsed the Nixon 
candidacy. 


Lodge has been the most seri- 
ously mentioned probability for 
second place for weeks, His se- 
lection assures that foreign af- 
fairs will be a major issue in 
the presidential and congression- 
al campaigns. 

The 58-year-old choice for the 
vice - presidential nomination is 
scheduled to arrive in Chicago 
late this afternoon.

Statement to Reporters. 


The Vice President told re- 
porters: ‘‘The decision I have | 
made was based on thorough 
consultation with representatives | 
of all segments of the party and 
all sections of the country.”’ | 

He had listed four men earlier | 
as front-runners for the vice- | 
presidential nomination and said | 
their names would be considered | 
at the meeting.

CHICAGO, July 28 (AP)— 
While Vice President and Mrs. 
Nixon watched the tumultuous 
presidential nominating ovation 
on television last night, his two 
daughters «and his 75-year-old 
mother took the spotlight in the 
convention hall. 

All three wore dresses 
Nixon’s favorite color—blue. 

They stood together in the 
front row of a gallery box amid 
the roar of bands, cheers, ap- 
plause, .noisemakers and huge 
colored balloons bearing the 
name of the G.O.P. man-of-the- 
hour. 

‘It seems like a dream come 
true,’ said Nixon’s gray-haired 
mother, Mrs. Hannah Nixon. 

Mrs. Mark Hatfield, wife of 
the Oregon Governor who placed 
Nixon’s name in nomination, 
leaned over from an adjoining 
box and told her, “I know how 
very proud you are of your 
son.” 

“Wonderful,” was the excited 
comment of 14-year-old Patricia 
Nixon. 

Her sister, Julie, 12, happily 
giving an autograph, made sure 
her older sister turned to wave 
and pose for a TV camera. 

The girls were somewhat shy 
in the hubbub, but leaned over 
the rail to speak to well-wishers 
and photographers who jammed 
the area below them. 

They looked down on a sea of 
straw hats with their tather’s 
picture on the crown. There were 
signs, too, for their mother, Pat 
Nixon, ‘“‘Proud of Pat’’ said one 
lemon yellow disk decorated 
with yellow flowers. 

Custom barred the Nixons, 
cause of all this demonstration, 
from appearing in the big amphi- 
theatre.

Increase Since Mid-April Noted — Total

Total member bank reserves have been increased from mid- 
April, but they remain somewhat below the levels prevailing from | 
mid-1958 to January 1960, the Federal Reserve Bank of St. Louis | 
said in its monthly review released yesterday.

Eisenhower's Personal Magic 
A Tonic to a Discouraged Party 


Reston Believes President Has Never 


Nixon Proud of Association 
With Eisenhower But Now 
Is Ready to State Own Views

WASHINGTON, JULY 28 (AP) 
BEGINNING TODAY, RICHARD M. NIXON speaks as the 


leader of the Republican party, expressing ‘‘my own views rather 
than the (Eisenhower) Administration position.” He used those

words in a pre-convention interview. 


He said nomination would be a 
mandate to assume the party 
leadérship and enunciate his 
views as distinguished from 
President Eisenhower’s policies 
in ‘“‘the most intensive campaign 
anyone ever undertook in my 
lifetime.” 


Nixon said he would not be 
critical of the past—‘‘I am proud 
of my association with the Eisen- 
hower Administration and _ its 
record of accomplishments.” 


But, he went on, “I will be 
stating my own views... I will 
be talking of the new administra- 
tion and looking to the future.” 


Nixon paid his respects to the 
political prowess of his Demo- 
cratic opponent, Senator John F. 
Kennedy, and said he expects 
his own drive for the presidency 
to be a “hard, uphill fight.” 


HE SAID the election would be 
one of the closest in history and 
the outcome might depend on 
events neither he nor Kennedy 
can control: 


*‘What happens at home on the 
economic front, and develop- 
ments abroad as they affect our 
hopes for peace, could have a 
greater impact on the outcome 
than what the candidates do.” 


Nixon will spell out his ‘‘po- 
licies for the 60s” in day-and- 
night campaigning in most of the 
50 states. 

He reserved for the campaign 
the detailed steps he has in mind 
on the farm, foreign-policy and 
economic fronts and the extent 
to which they might depart from 
or build on the Eisenhower pro- 
grams. 

But he was willing to share a 
few glimpses beyond the cam- 
paign at what a Nixon admin- 
istration might be like. 

The 47-year-old Vice President, 
who has exercised unprecedented 
responsibility in that post, would 
assign even more duties to his 
own Vice President, he said, and 
seek to elevate even more the 
stature of the office. 


And Nixon, the intense party 
man, insisted he would not hesit- 
ate to pick a Democrat for a key 
Defense or State Department 
post: 

“When it comes to foreign 
policy and national security, I 
would not be bound by purely 
party considerations. In picking 
the ablest men for such posts, I 
would not be deterred if I 
thought the best qualified men 
happened to be active in the 
other party.” 


THIS INTERVIEW took place 
last Sunday in the living room of 
Nixon’s home in Washington’s 
fashionable Wesley Heights, with 
the understanding the story 
would not be used until after the 
Republican convention in Chi- 
cago formally made him the 
party’s candidate for the presi- 
dency. Nixon flew to Chicago 
the next day and took command. 

Nixon’s indorsement of the 
Eisenhower record does not bar 
him from going beyond it with 
programs and policies he deems 
essential to his election. Some of 
these may well go beyond the 
platform itself. Nixon is con- 
vinced it is great to have Mr. 
Eisenhower on his side, but that 
no man can transfer his popular- 
ity to another, and that he must 
ereate an image of his own. 

During the interview, Nixon 
was calm and relaxed. He was 
solemn as he spoke of the bur- 
dens of the presidency end of 
his hopes. 

“T have never said that I am 
the man for the presidency,” he 
said, earnestly. ‘“‘The election 
will determine that. That is the 
way it works out under our sys- 
tem of government. I am going 
to present my case to the peo- 
ple — to as many of them as I 
can reach. 

“My reading of history con- 
vinces me they have made few 
mistakes in choosing their Presi- 


to New York Gov. Nelson A. 
Rockefeller, who decided against 

Nixon in the presiden- 
tial preference primaries. 

“I think that eight years in 
the vice presidency is long 
enough it is a good rule to 
change,” Nixon said. 

Whether he could have defeat- 
ed Rockefeller in a primary 
fight, Nixon did not profess to 
know. But he indorsed the pri- 
mary system Kennedy used so 
effectively. 


tractive and formidable cam- 
paigner and he would have given 
any opponent a rough time.” 
Nixon said he feels that a 
primary contest would have 
stirred great interest among Re- 
publicans and helped the party. 
“I don’t know of any more 
effective way to test candidates 
than in the field of battle,” he 
said. ‘“‘There is nothing equal to 


a candidate’s appeal to the vot- 
ers and his ability to carry the 
fight to the other party.” 


Nixon spoke realistically of 
the Democrats’ nation-wide ad- 
vantage in voting registration 
and of the geographical appeal 
of their ticket, matching New 
Englander Kennedy with Sen- 
ator Lyndon B. Johnson of Texas, 

‘I’m going to campaign in the 
South as extensively as time 
will permit,” he added. ‘‘All-in- 
all, I intend to visit more states 
than either presidential candi- 
date covered in 1952 or 1956.” 

Did he think the Kennedy- 
Johnson ticket is the strongest 
the Democrats could have nom- 
inated? 

“They thought so,” Nixon 
said, ‘‘and I have great respect 
for Senator Kennedy’s political 
judgment.” 

Nixon thinks he is stronger in 
the Midwest, Kennedy stronger 
in New England. 

“But the whole country will 
be a battleground,”” Nixon added. 

Nixon said his own unusually 
active vice presidency has col- 
ored and deepened his concept 
of the magnitude of the presi- 
dency. 


UNDER MR. EISENHOWER, 
he said, “I have always had 
the opportunity to speak my 
piece.”” He added; 

*‘We have had free and open 
discussions on. all the major 
problems with a!l of us free to 
discuss divergent views. 

“When disagreements. take 
place, they should take place in 
the family. Once decisions have 
been made, there should be a 
united front and differences 
should not be aired in public.” 


Just the thought of running 
for the presidency, Nixon said, 
“fills a man with the sense of 
dedication.” 

“The, presidency is somahing 
difficult to contemplaie,’’ he con- 
tinued. “I thought of my rela- 
tively humble beginnings while 
I worked on my acceptance 
speech. 

“The more I worked on it 
the more I was impressed with 
the tremendous responsibilty of 
a presidency, whose every 
word means so much and whose 
every decision involves the fate 
of the nation. 

*‘As you approach the possibil- 
ity of your becoming President, 
you think less and less of your- 
self and more and more of how 
your service will effect this 
country and its position in the 
world.”

ective Politically 


Than He Has Been in Chicago.

CHICAGO, July 28. 


PRESIDENT EISENHOWER has never been more appealing 
or more effective politically than he has been this week in Chicago. 
All the old magic that brought him the Republican nomination 
here eight years ago was working again this week, but there was 


something else. 

There was the great human 
story of his survival over illness 
and his immense physical vital- 
ity. In a few months he will be 
70 years old, the oldest man 
ever to preside over the White 
House, yet he moved around 
here like an agile middle-agéd 
football coach, exhorting the 
faithful and scoring his enemies. 


This has done something ex- 
tremely important for the Re- 
publican party. For the last 
five months, the Democrats have 
dominated the political news of 
the nation during their primary 
fights. 


In this same period, the Admin- 
istration has had a series of bad 
breaks—the U-2 incident, the col- 
lapse of the summit meeting, the 
anti-American demonstrations in 
Japan and Cuba—and these have 
been exploited by the Democrats 
in the primary elections while 
the Republicans were not cam- 
paigning. 

Accordingly, the President’s 
speech Tuesday night and his 
pep talk to the delegates here 
yesterday were a tonic to a dis- 
couraged party. By leading the 
counter-assault, the President re- 
stored the Republicans’ sense of 
pride and hope. 

MORE IMPORTANT, he dem- 
onstrated that this is going to be 
a campaign not only of Kennedy 
vs. Nixon but of Kennedy vs. 
Nixon and Eisenhower. The Re- 
publicans are going to have no 

trouble getting him into this 
campaign; they couldn’t keep 
him out of it if they wanted to, 
which they don’t. 

The Democrats may have 
made a tactical error in decid- 
ing that they had to start their 
campaign by attacking the Pres- 
ident. They have stirred him out 


of his lethargy of last spring. He 
is furious at those who have con- 
demned his defense program, 
particularly those in his own 
party who have been calling for 
more defense expenditures than 
| he is willing to approve. 


“I have difficulty in restrain- 
ing my feelings of indigation,’’ 
he told the convention. 

“T am still President of the 
United States for six months,” 
he reminded the delegates at a 
breakfast yesterday. 


THERE IS NO DOUBT that he 
has the opportunity to play .a 
major role in the campaign and 
that he intends to do so. This 
campaign will start, not with 
Senator Kennedy on the hustings 
in Alaska and Hawaii next Sep- 
tember, but in the Congres start- 
ing Aug. 8. 

This will be the first time 
when the platforms of the two 
parties will be subjected to leg- 
islative test. In such a test, 
the President will be in the cen- 
ter of the fight, not only be- 
cause he has the power of veto, 
but because he has the power 
of initiating legislation, of send- 
ing unlimited messages to the 
Congress even before they can 
get into their deliberations. 

The President indicated in his 
speech Tuesday night that he 
intends to do precisely this. 

“‘At the moment,” he said in 
his speech to the convention, “I 
am planning on an early confer- 
ence with congressional leaders 
of both parties on these signifi- 
cant events (in recent Soviet 
policy). 

“Depending upon developments 
in the meantime, I shall make

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Nixon at the Peak 


Richard M. Nixon crossed a divide of sorts 
Wednesday night. With his almost unanimous 
nomination for President by the Republican 
party he emerges into a new phase of his 
career which will, we hope, have an impor- 
tant effect upon him and upon the country. 

He still needs to convince the country, not 
by tricks but by solid performance, that he 
is fitted for the responsibilities of this great 
office; and perhaps the dignity of his new 
position will help present him in his best 
light. The people, in turn, owe him, because 
of this new position, a full, fair, unprejudiced 

. hearing. 

The Pavlov’s-dog reaction which so many 
persons experience with respect to Mr. Nixon 
automatically viewing him with alarm or 
embracing him with equally automatic devo- 
tion—is not appropriate to the status of a 
great party’s presidential nominee. He 
should be judged impartially and open-mind- 
edly, not by the distasteful memory of a 
television performance of eight years ago or 
the echoed resentment of past political ex- 
cesses, but by what he is and does today. 


Mr. Nixon has come far and fast since he 
entered Congress as a postwar freshman less 
than 14years ago. He has not always seemed 
to care by what methods he moved ahead. In 
every one of his campaigns, for Representa- 
tive, for Senator, for Vice President, and as 
an Administration stump speaker for other 
Republican candidates, he has resorted to 
tactics indefensible in one degree or another. 

He rode the wave of McCarthyism as long 
as it was politically useful to do so. He ruth- 
lessly exploited fears and prejudices with 
personal attacks designed to tar his enemies 
with treason. And as he rose by tearing 
down others, he established himself as the 
prototype of the purely political man, moved 
not so much by ideas or principles as by the 
tactical requirements of each successive po- 
litical battle. It is only fair to add that his 
Democratic opponent bears some resem- 
blance to him in that respect. 

All this is part of the Nixon record which 
cannot be expunged and should not be for- 
gotten. But it should be balanced against 
the more favorable side. Mr. Nixon would 
be a strange man indeed if he had not broad- 
ened with the responsibilities he carried, and 
we believe he has. 

There is little doubt that he would make 
tlhe presidency what it should be, an office 
of positive and energetic leadership. The 
talents for-effective political action he showed 
at Chicago, the ability to negotiate and com- 
promise as he did with Rockefeller, the skill 
by which he wound up with the support of 
both Rockefeller and Goldwater (minus only 
10 Louisiana votes)—these capacities would 
probably make him an effective President 
if he were elected. What remains to. be es- 
tablished is firm evidence that he would use 
his power and skill for great public ends.

Campaign speeches are not the sole test 
of a candidate, but much can be learned from 
the way a campaign is conducted—the ad- 
visers the candidate appoints, the methods he 
uses, the issues he emphasizes, the sense of 
responsibility he exhibits. Is Mr. Nixon going 
to wage his campaign by extensive use of the 
photograph so prominently in evidence at 
Chicago, showing him shaking a finger under 
Khrushchev’s chin? Is he going to present 
himself as the “poor man’s candidate,” there- 
by invoking the envy and prejudices of class 
feeling? 

Such irrelevant and deceptive appeals to 
emotion would not build confidence in Mr. 
Nixon as a man able to rise above his politi- 
cal past. Yet it would be unfair to assume 
in advance that he cannot rise above it. He 
is entitled to a chance to show that he can. We 
shall not attempt to make a choice between 
the presidential candidates until enough 
fresh evidence is at hand to warrant one. 


Indefensible Vetoes 


The Soviet Union’s actions in the United 
Nations Security Council consideration of the 
RB-47 incident seem to us a virtual acknowl- 

_edgment of guilt. The Russians could muster 
only two of the 11 votes—their own and 
Poland’s—in support of their proposal to 
condemn the United States for the flight. 
And they vetoed a United States proposal for 
an impartial investigation and an Italian sug- 
gestion that the International Red Cross be 
permitted to aid the two surviving members 
of the RB-47 crew who are held in Russia. 

Would Russia reject an impartial inquiry 
and refuse Red Cross access to the prisoners 
if it had nothing to hide? No innocent nation 
would. What seems likely is that Russia shot 
down the RB-47 July 1 over international 
waters, as the United States contends, and 
not over Russian territory, as the Soviets 
claim. It was up to the Russians to prove 
their charge; they failed even to offer many 
of the details they must possess. The United 
States was restricted by security considera- 
tions in the presentation of its case; conclu- 
sive proof could not be given. 

This apparently ends U.N. consideration of 
the case, and Russia will presumably proceed 
to try the two crew members along with the 
pilot of the U-2, brought down in the Soviet 


» Union May 1. Meanwhile the United States 


should ponder suggestions made by several 
U.N. members that it might be better to dis- 
continue flights near Soviet borders. This 
country should not be intimidated, but if 
risks are necessary the United States should 
be in a position to prove it is right. 


Gov. Faubus Again 


Against four Democratic opponents, Gov. 
Orval Faubus won 60 per cent of the total 
vote and an unprecedented fourth nomina- 
tion for Governor of Arkansas. Two years 
ago he won 70 per cent of the vote, but his 
critics can find little balm in the reduction. 
Gov. Faubus still carried every county. 

His leading opponent was Joe Hardin, who 
was active in ousting three Faubus extrem- 
ists from the Little Rock School Board. But 
the integration issue was, by Arkansas 
standards, played down this year. Mr. Hardin 
forced debate on other issues, such as the 
amazing 7 per cent population loss in the 
“Land of Opportunity.” Still the Governor 
managed to defend himself. 

The segregation forces seemed to win a 
victory when Congressman’ Dale Alford de- 
feated State Senator Robert Hays Williams 
in the Little Rock district. Yet Arkansas 
voters no longer have much use for flaming 
racial extremism. The Little Rock prose- 
cutor, J. Frank Holt, swamped the state’s 
most ardent segregation leader, Amis Guth- 


ridge, in the contest for attorney general. 
In fact, Mr. Holt polled 30,000 more votes 
than Gov. Faubus. 

_ Since the governorship nomination, tanta- 
mount to election, offers Gov. Faubus no 
new political worlds to conquer, the nation 
can wonder what comes next. The prospect 
for a new Dixiecrat drama starring the Ar- 
kansas Governor now seems dim. Mr. Faubus 
could have run for national office this year 
against Senator McClellan but did not. So 
it is possible he may try in 1962 to oust 
Senator Fulbright, whom Mr. Hardin sought 
to defend with his gubernatorial efforts. 

If Gov. Faubus does choose this course, 
Arkansas will present a race between its 
champion local vote-puller and its greatest 
contribution to Congress and national for- 
eign policy. However Arkansas might look 
upon such a contest, there is no question 
as to how the nation would regard it. 


The Wayward Pugdits 


The television networks would be well- 
advised, we think, to take a good look at 
their coverage of the national conventions to 
see whether they cannot do better next time. 
A good many viewers have complained that 
the broadcasts were overloaded with com- 
ment and interpretation and were short on 
camera work. There is the further objection 
that some of the commentators showed either 
a considerable naivete or an unfortunate 
compulsion to create crises and issues where 
none existed. It is true there was not much 
suspense at either convention. Still, the 
viewers were entitled to a factual and un- 
colored account as events unfolded, rather 
than manufactured excitement. 

There are a number of cases in point. Gov. 
Stevenson’s prospects at the Democratic con-. 
vention were overplayed because the com- 
mentators failed to put the Stevenson pickets 
and demonstrators in perspective. Onetof the 
most distinguished TV personalities blun- 
dered into a remark that was understood*by 
many to mean that Gov. Stevenson was a 
lone drinker; he had to explain at lengthy 
whén protests poured in. This particular 
commentator then engaged in a weird re- 
portorial pursuit of a notion that Senator 
Johnson was suddenly afflicted with a limp. 

One network made a truly desperate effort 
to build up a floor fight over the Republican 
platform; comments by delegates that it 
would not occur were interpreted as efforts 
to cover-up the prospect. When a roving re- 
porter asked Republican Gov. Del Sesto of 
Rhode Island to what extent religion would 
figure in the campaign, the Governor replied 
with irritation that it would not unless the 
reporters kept bringing it up. 

The deficiencies in the networks’ perform- 
ance should not be overemphasized. Viewers 
in St. Louis obtained an excellent picture of 
what went on, including events behind the 
scenes. But the best coverage was given 
when the cameras sought out the action and 
presented it for what it was wérth. It was 
the network pundits who got in the way. 


Making Prescription Drugs Safer 

The Food and Drug Administration’s new 
regulations requiring fully explanatory label- 
ing of prescription drugs should help curb 
some of the abuses that have been revealed 
in this field. So should the agency’s ruling 
that drugs can be withheld from the mar- 
ket until the safety of their manufacturing 
process has been insured by inspection; this 
was one of the several reform measures sug- 
gested by Senator Kefauver in his investiga- 
tion of the drug trade. 

We foresee difficulties for the agency in 
administering its ukase that labéls must 
specify the dangers and ill effects of drugs. 
But so much is to be gained from this type 
of protection that it is to be hoped the in- 
dustry will make every effort in good faith 
to surmount those difficulties. While F. & D.A. 
and the industry are about it, we hope in- 
spection and labeling can be combined to 
reassure doctors as to the purity of all. drugs, 
so that patients will not be compelled to pay 
fancy prices for a trade name the prescribing 
physician happens to have confidence in. 


T. D. McNeal Over Hogan 


Democratic voters in St. Louis’s Seventh 
state senatorial district have a good chance 
Tuesday to unseat the veteran Senator Edward 
J. Hogan Jr., one of the principal behind-the- 
scenes foes of effective reform of the school 
system. His leading opponent is Theodore D. 
McNeal, an international vice president of the 
Brotherhood of Sleeping Car Porters. 

The district lies largely in the city’s Negro 
community, and since Mr. McNeal is the- 
beneficiary of support from a combination 
of conservative Negro politicians and liberal 
Negro labor people, he has a considerable 
tactical edge on Senator Hogan. We have 
reservations about some of Mr. McNeal’s su 
porters; in the past, the ward professiona 
among them have gone along with Senator 


Hogan year after year. Even so, it seems to. 


us, the District would be better off being 
represented by Mr. McNeal, who seems to re- 
alize that the future of his people and of the 
whole community is closely tied to improved 
educational opportunities for the next gen- 
eration. Those opportunities cannot be pro- 
vided at reasonable cost without substantial 
chafiges in the state statutes that tend to 
perpetuate inefficiencies in the School Board, 
Supporters of Mr. McNeal will have to’ ex- 
ercise a certain amount of care in the voting 
booth. The name of a political unknown, 
Leon McNeal, an apartment house janitor, 
will be on the ballot. Every ballot mistakenly 
marked for him will tend to benefit Senator 
Hogan. The real McNeal is Theodore D. Mc- 
Neal. On the ballot he will be listed as T. D. 
McNeal, and he merits the nomination. 


Good Advice 


The Public School Patrons’ Alliance has 
quite properly echoed the Circuit Court 
grand jury’s demand that Mrs. Irma H. Friede 
and Charles J. Dyer resign from the School 
Board. It is good advice and they ought to 
be prompt about taking it. The Alliance was 
one of Mrs. Friede’s supporters in 1941 when 
she made the first of her three successful 
races for a Board seat; and it is all to the 
group’s credit that it is willing to change its 
mind about her qualifications now that the 
jury’s report has been spread on the public 
record.

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A Difference With Similarities 


Nixon and Kennedy, Despite Disparate Views, Are Markedly Similar in Many Ways

In the coming months, the American 
public will be seeing and hearing quite 
a bit of two young men—miles apart 
in political philosophy, but remarkably 
alike in basic political personality. The 
two are John F. Kennedy, 43-year-old 
Democratic nominee for President, 
and Richard M. Nixon, 47-year-old Re- 
publican nominee-to-be. 


Outwardly, they seem completely

With these and other differences, it 
would obviously be wrong to say 
they’re Tweedledum and Tweedledee. 
Yet the longer and more deeply one 
looks, the more the personality simi- 
larities come into focus. 


This does not consider some of the 
peculiar parallels in their political ca- 
reers—the fact both were in the Navy 
in World War II and came to Congr sss 
in 1946 in the vanguard of the postwar 
political leaders; that both skipped 
political apprenticeship at the ward 
level or in state legislatures; that 
they’ve devoted their lives to govern- 
ment service, with almost no business 
or professional interludes; that they 
served on the Labor Committee to- 
gether and made their first political 
debate in Congress against each other 
on the Taft-Hartley Act; that they are 
two of the most easily recognized po- 
litical figures of the day, and have 
proven themselves stand-out vote- 
getters not only in their own states but 
across the country; that each gets the 
presidential nomination of his own 
party without the usual necessary 
commitments to any individual or 
group. 

These are factual coincidences, in- 
teresting but not particularly signifi- 
cant. What are remarkable, however, 
are the considerable parallels in moti- 
vation and technique. Both Mr. Ken- 
nedy and Mr. Nixon have in common 
the presidential smell — the peculiar 
aura that marks a man for potential

—or a politician who had outlived his. 


For all his outward charm, Mr. 
Kennedy on political matters is as 
tough and ruthless as any oldtime ma- 
chine boss. His browbeating of Gov. 
Mike DiSalle and other politicians re-

wagon early this year, his dangling 
the vice-presidency in front of half a 
dozen hopefuls, his cold-blooded selec- 
tion of Senator Lyndon Johnson as his 
running mate, his immediate grab for

in a long series of events demonstrat- 
ing his single-minded determination to 
achieve his objective. 

Mr. Nixon is equally cold-blooded.

Between Book Ends Image Doesn't Emerge 


THE NEW PROFESSORS, edited by 
Robert O. Bowen. (Holt, Rinehart and 
Winston, 218 pgs., $3.50.) 


If there is a typical ‘‘new professor,” 
his image doesn’t emerge from these 
pages. The book comprises nine auto- 
biographical essays by young men 
who are, or recently have been, col- 
lege teachers, but who seem to have 
very little else in common, 

One is-a Catholic who explafhs why 
he believes he is carrying out the 
will of God by teaching chemistry at 
a small college for men. One is a 
Marxist who was fired from his job 
as a mathematics professor at a uni- 
versity for refusing to tell a congres- 
sional committee whether he had ever 
been a Communist party member. 

The Marxist, now an editor on the 
staff of a mathematical journal, is 
the author of the most interesting and 
persuasive essay in the book. (It ad- 


utor is an intellectual refugee from 
the South. He quit his job at a South- 
ern university to take one at a prep 
school in the North because of the 
trouble in the South over integration. 


‘In this controversy,” he writes, 
“which he can in no way avoid if he 
elects to remain in the South, the edv- 
cator frequently finds himself in an 
ambivalent position: he must be both 


rational and a Southerner, a by no. 


means easy combination. His edu- 
cator’s rational intellect tells him. that 
segregation is per se, on all grounds, 
untenable and indefensible; his emo- 
tions, his inheritance, sadly tell him 
that, in the final analysis, he is South- 
erner first and rational second.” 

It is such glimpses into the college 
professor’s problems of fitting into the 
surrounding culture that make these 
essays interesting, but on the whole 
they do little to add to the professorial 
reputation for penetrating thought or 
literary skill.

Despite their basic drive and deter- 
mination, however, both men can be 
highly flexible, adaptable, comprorhis- 
ing, when necessary. Neither is rigidly 
doctrinaire. Mr. Kennedy is basically 
a New Dealer, but he can modify his 
policies readily toward the right when 
this seems discreet. He is not a Sena- 
tor Douglas nor a Senator Morse, 
anxious to go down with the flags 
flying. Mr. Nixon, basically a con- 
servative, can move with equal ease 
toward the left when political realities 
demand it. He is not the bitter-ender 
that a Senator Bridges or a Senator 
Goldwater is. 

Both men have analytical, probing, 
retentive minds. Both conscientiously 
do their homework, reading volumi- 
nously and talking widely. They are 
essentially carry-outers, rather than 
original thinkers. 

Both prefer to work with a small 
_group of old and close friends and as- 
sociates — Mr. Nixon with an even 
smaller group than Mr. Kennedy—and 
pick the brains of a larger group when 
necessary on specific subjects. They 
tend to have around them young, 
clean-cut, well-educated career poli- 
ticians, rather than business men or 
old-fashioned machine bosses. 

Because they have sharp minds and 
because they do their homework so 
assiduously, both perform well in leg- 
islative debate and on the stump. They 
are masters at press conferences and 
radio-TV shows, 

Despite their tremendous political 
successes, both men are more than a 
little bored with the backslapping and 
handshaking and speechmaking that 
goes into a campaign. They do these 
all—and do them on the whole well. 
But the zest of a Truman or a Rocke- 
feller is missing. Their fondness for 
people just doesn’t stretch far enough. 

Both men have the very broadest 
concept of the powers and duties and 
responsibilities of the presidency. Both 
would wnquestionably be “strong” 
Presidents, confident in their own de- 
cisions and willing to use all the pres- 
tige of the White House to enforce 
them. They would install figurehead 
administrators, crack the whip on re- 
luctant legislators, trade and promise 
and cajole to put their programs 
through. Both view the political party 
as an important-instrument of a de- 
mocracy—not as Mr. Eisenhower re- 
gards it, a monstrous nuisance — and 
would bend the party to the uses of 
the President.

Home-Grown Tomatoes at Flavor Peak 


Corn Excellent, 
Peaches Abundant; 
Many Good Buys

IT’S ALWAYS a pleasure to = 
port when our 
matoes are coming to market in 
cause they are truly one of 
summer’s blessings. St. Louisans 
can boast unashamedly about the 
tomatoes grown in the areas im- 
mediately surrounding our city. 
They are famous throughout the 
country for their superb flavor— 
so famous that markets in other 
cities are anxious to obtain them. 


It is true, as reported last 
week, that some (but not all) of 
the home-grown tomatoes are 
showing growth cracks which af- 
fect the appearance, but not the 
flavor. Most of them are of nice 
size. 


Definitely, this is the time to 
rejoice that you live in a section 
of the country where tomatoes 
of unexcelled flavor are obtain- 
able right from the vine 


Corn from nearby growing 
areas in both Illinois and Mis- 
sori is excellent; the ears large 
in size, quality fine, and prices 
in the ‘‘good buy” bracket. 

Green peppers deserve special 
mention this week because they 
are lower than they have been 
for a long time. Price-wise and 
quality-wise, they are satisfactory 
for any purpose. 

All of the salad greens are rea- 
sonable, although there may be 
some days when iceberg lettuce 
will be temporarily higher than 
usual, due to a shift in areas 
supplying this market. 

Cabbage remains a good buy; 
there are lingering supplies of 
home-grown plus that now com- 
ing in from northern fields. 

Western carrots are of such 
fine flavor that they are delicious 
eaten raw, cut in etrips and 
served on the relish tray. 

Potatoes are more reasonable 
than they were. Round white 
cobblers, excellent as all-purpose 
potatoes, are the cheapest; round 
reds more modestly priced than 
the long whites. New crop sweet 
potatos from Louisiana are here 
at high prices. 

Add celery, onions, squash and 
cucumbers to the ‘‘good buy’ 
vegetables. 


Moderately priced are broccoli,. 
beets, okra, spinach and radishes. 


ENJOY THE BERRIES while 
you may; some varieties won't 
be around much longer. 

Both red and black raspberries 
from Michigan, as well as dew- 
berries, are nearing the end of 
their season. As this happens, 
there usually is an increase in 
prices and a decline in quality. 

To date this has not occurred; 
the berries now in market are 
still quite nice and not too ex- 
pensive, but don’t count on them 
remaining that way. 

Blueberries from Michigan are 
moderately priced; make the 
most of them to brighten sum- 
mer meals. Gooseberries are 
available, but in limited quan- 
tities. 

Apricots also may not be with 
us very long so if you enjoy 
them, take advantage of the op- 
portunity while they are avail- 
able at the prices one usually 
expects to pay. 

Cooking apples are one of the 
week’s better fruit buys, and 
limes remain a bargain. 


Some of the late varieties of 
peaches are now coming: into St. 
Louis, quite sweet and flavorful. 
Watch for bargains on those of 
minimum size. Nearby peaches 
are arriving in volume, and Mich- 
igan will be starting in the very 
near future. 

This is an excellent season for 
watermelons. They are most 
abundant down in the Bootheel 
of Missouri, and we are still get- 
ting heavy supplies from Texas. 
Take your choice of the very 
dark round ones, the long greys, 
the striped ones—all are bargains. 

Cantaloupes from the West 
have been exceptionally fine this 
year, and are still reasonably 
priced. Some are now coming in 
from southeast Missouri, and 
those from nearby areas are just 
around the corner. Honeydews 
are here, but not plentiful. 

Prices are a little lower on 
grapes, but there has been a 
wide variation in quality and 
condition. The reason for this 
is that as one shipping district

Nectarines are down to most 
attractive price levels. Pears and 
several varieties of plums are 
moderate in cost. Grapefruit is

us Layer Stuffed Fémsito Salad 


Here’s a dramatic way to serve the tomatoes which are now piled high in local markets. 
Instead of filling a tomato cup with tuna fish salad in the usual manner, tomato is cut 
into three slices with the salad mixture between; top slice is gatnished with mayonaise. 


IT’S A SMART homemaker who capitalizes upon fresh vege- | 


tables by serving them often when they are at flavor peak. Surely 
there is no problem in finding a variety of attractive ways in 
which to bring tomatoes, the vegetable of the hour, to the table. 


Tomato slices sprinkled with 
salt and fresh herbs and lavished 
with olive oil (the oil plays up 
the tomato flavor and keeps the 
cut slices from becoming soggy) 
are delicious with steak. The 
theme may be varied in many 
ways—always using the Spanish 
olive oil with a generous hand 
to blend the spices well, but sub- 
stituting dry salad dressing 
mixes or a light sprinkling of 
curry powder and salt for the 
herbs. 

Thick tomato slices sprinkled 
with salt and basil, dotted with 
butter and topped with grated 
Parmesan cheese, then run un- 
der the broiler just until the 
cheese has melted, make a de- 
lightful vegetable course. 


There are literally dozens of 
ways to stuff tomatoes. To make 
cups to be filled with seafood or 
chicken salad, peel the tomatoes, 
scoop out seeds and pulp (reserve 
the pulp and juice to use in 
sauces). Sprinkle the inside of 
the cups with salt, turn upside 
down and chill in refrigerator. 
(To peel tomatoes, stroke the 
skin with the back of a knife, or 
rotate the tomato on the end of a 
fork over a flame until the skin 
wrinkles slightly. If a quantity of 
tomatoes are to be peeled as in 
home canning, dip in hot water 
a minute or two, then in cold 
water.) 

The seafood or chicken salad 
need not always be served in to- 
mato cups, however. For a bit 
of drama, try the Three Layer 
Stuffed Tomato Salad shown 
above: 


Three Layer 
Stuffed Tomato Salad. 


One six-ounce can tuna fish. 
One-half cup diced celery. 


Two hard-cooked eggs, chopped 
fine. 


Three-fourths teaspoon salt. 
One - eighth teaspoon ground 
black pepper. 


One-fourth teaspoon garlic 
powder. 


Two tablespoons mayonnaise. 
Three-fourths teaspoon chopped 


Six medium fresh tomatoes. 

Head lettuce. 

Fresh parsley for garnish. 

Drain oil from tuna and flake. 
Combine with next seven ingre- 
dients. 

Cut tomatoes into three cross- 
wise slices. Put together in layer 
cake fashion with the tuna fish 
mixture. Serve on lettuce. Gar- 
nish with sprigs of fresh parsley. 

Yield: six servings. 


Another way to serve tomato 
salad with a flair is accordion- 
fashion, like this: 


Stuffed Accordion 
Tomate Salad. 

One and one-half cups finely 
diced bologna. 

Three-fourths eup diced sharp 
American cheese. 

One-half cup diced celery. 

One-fourth cup pickle relish. 


Two hard-cooked eggs, 
chopped. 

One-fourth cup mayonnaise. 

One-half teaspoon celery salt. 

One-half teaspoon garlic salt. 

One-half teaspoon onion pow- 
der. 

One-half teaspoon powdered 
dry mustard. 

One -eighth teaspoon ground 
black pepper. 

Six medium-large tomatoes. 

Lettuce. 

Salad dressing. 

Combine bologna, cheese, cel- 
ery, pickle relish, eggs, mayon- 
naise and seasonings. 

Starting at one end of chilled 
tomatoes, cut in one-fourth inch 
slices toward the opposite end, 
being careful not to cut all fhe

Spoon bologna mixture in be- 
tween each slice, so that toma- 
toes resemble an_ accordion. 
Serve On lettuce with your favor- 
ite salad dressing.

Such a display can be colorful 
enough to substitute for a cen- 
terpiece. 


For festive occasions, colorful 
ice ring molds can be made by 
adding food coloring to crushed 
ice before packing it in a ring 
mold and freezing for a few 
hours. Center may be filled 
with flowers, or a special sauce 
for ice cream. Flowers may be 
arranged in the frozen molds; 
just place roses, carnations or

Besides their use in salads, 
garden-fresh tomatoes can be 
used to replace bread in canapes. 
Use slices of very small toma- 
toes, topping each tomato slice 
with a zesty canape spread such 
as ham pate or minced anchovies, 
or a crabmeat mixture. Or finely 
chop onion and garlic, place a 
dollop on a tomato slice and top 
with mayonnaise. 


For a roquefort-tomato sand- 
wich, blend crumbled roquefort 
cheese with Spanish olive oil to 
make a smooth spread, then place 
between slices of tomatoes (chive 
cheese or almost any cheese 
spread also is declicious on to- 
mato slices). 


Tomatoes are important as the 
vegetable course of the meal, 
either baked or fried. To bake, 
cut tops off tomatoes and scoop 
/out centers, inverting tomatoes 
_to'drain. Mix the tomato centers 
with seasonings; chopped celery 
, and onions, sauteed in olive oil; 
cooked rice and bits of cooked 
chicken or ham, and bake in a 
moderately hot oven until toma- 
toes are tender. If desired, 
sprinkle tops of tomatoes with 
grated cheese about 10 minutes 
before cooking time is up. 


Tomatoes, properly fried, are 

truly a gustatory joy. Slice them 
thickly (about one-half inch), 
dust in seasoned flour, fry in 
olive oil until golden brown on 
each side, then remove. However, 
| let one or two of the slices dis- 
_integrate—they make the flavor- 
ful gravy. 
Served with mashed potatoes, 
fried tomatoes with gravy make 
/an excellent entree for a meat- 
less meal. 


Fried Tomatoes 
With Gravy. 


Six to eight large firm ripe

Pittsburgh, ’tis said, is mainly 
a three-pitcher team—Vern Law, 
Bob. Friend and Roy Face. It 
was a quartet of other guys that 
checked Redbird bats in last 
night’s final game of the series 
with the Pirates, however. A 
group that many baseball fol- 
lowers might mistake for a law 
firm or an advertising agency: 
Witt, Francis, Gibbon and 
Green. 

The combined efforts of these 
lesser known members of the 
Pirate staff limited the Cardinals 
to just seven hits as the league- 
leading Bucs won, 7 to 3, and 
swept the three-game series.

Of the four Pittsburgh pitchers 
who helped hand the Cardinals 
their straight defeat, 6-foot-4 
Fred Green was the most 
frustrating. He held the Birds 
to one hit during the last four 
innings, after getting Joe Gibbon 
out of a spot in the sixth. 

Sore Elbow, Sore Shoulder. 


George Witt started for the 
Pirates, but retired after one 
inning with a sore elbow. Earl 
Francis allowed one hit and an 
unearned run during, the next 
three frames, but he developed 
a painful shoulder and did not 
come out for the fifth inning. 
The Cards found Gibbon more 
to their liking, but he soon gave 
way to Green. 

So, technically, the Cardinals 
wore out three Pittsburgh pitch- 
ers, but that’s where box scores 
lie. The four batters who com- 
posed the heart of the Redbird 
lineup—Bill White, Stan Musial, 
Ken Boyer and Daryl Spencer— 
had one hit among them. That 
was White’s first-inning single. 

The Cardinals, still in fourth 
place but only one game ahead 
of San Francisco as a result of 
the Giants’ victory over Milwau- 
kee, had a 3-1 lead midway in 
the wind-up game with Pitts- 
burgh.

LONDON, July 28 — It all 
began with a. headline in a 
London paper reading: “‘Does 
Prince Philip cheat at tiddly- 
winks?” Naturally, this had 
to be answered. Cambridge 
threw out a challenge and the 
Prince accepted, naming a 
flock of actors who were des- 
ignated as “Ye Goons.” 
Cambridge won with its ears 
standing up, 1204 to 554. 
That’s when - intercollegiate 
tiddlywinks was born. 

“We now have a regular 
league,” said N. M. Riley, a 
Yorkshireman who is Captain 
of the tiddlywinks team of 
University College, London. 
‘“‘We have London University, 
Oxford, Cambridge, Bristol, 
Birmingham, Lancashire and 
several minor colleges.”’ 

“Exactly how is the game 
played?” asked a guy who 
hadn’t tiddled a wink since 
childhood. 

“There are eight players,” 
Mr. Riley said, ‘“‘who make 
four pairs. Each pair plays six 
winks, four small winks and 
two large ones.” 


Rules of the Game 


Could be a lot of people 
have only the vaguest memory 
of the game they played as 
kids. They’ll recall that there 
was a whole mess of little 
wafers which they were sup- 
posed to flip into a cup in the 
middle of the table, and that’s 
about all they'll remember. 

“The table must be cov- | 
ered,” Mr. Riley said, ‘‘by a 
needle-loom carpet. In the 
center of the table is a box | 
144 inches high and 1 15-16 | 
inches in diameter. Each 
player, as I say, has four small | 
winks and two large ones. | 

“He uses a large sort of 
wafer, which we call the 
squidger, as an instrument to 
flip the winks into the pot. You 
know how it’s done. You press 
with your squidger on the near 
side of the wink and make the 
wink hop toward the pot in the 
center of the table. 

‘Turns go clockwise, and the 
first man to get all his winks 
into the pot scores four points. 
The second man into the pot 
with all his winks scores two 
points, and the third scores 
one.” 


Don't Get Squopped 


‘‘All winks are tiddled from 
a line three feet from the pot. 
lt takes a powerful tiddler to 
score from that distance. There 
is one other rule you should 
know. If you have a wink that 
is covered by an opponent’s 
wink, this is known as squop- 
ping. A squopped. wink can’t 
be played until itis un- 


' 


squopped.”’ 
“What,” Mr. Riley was 
asked, ‘‘is the standard of ex- 


cellence in tiddling? I mean 
like a batter hitting .300 or a 
pitcher winning 20 games or a 
cricket player making a cen- 
tury, or that sort of thing?” 

“I should think,” he said, 
“if a tiddler were to put six 
straight winks into the pot, 
that would be the ultimate. 
You see, if you tiddle a wink 
into the pot, you get another 
chance, and you can go on 
playing until you miss.” 

‘“‘Has that ever been done?’’ 
he was asked. “Has any play- 
er ever tiddled six straight 
winks into the pot?”’ 

‘““Well,’’ Mr. Riley said, ‘‘no 


Pitch and Putt 


“From three feet away,”

“You mean,”’ it was suggest-

Accidents to Elderly 


THERE ARE THOUSANDS of serious injuries to older 
people that can be avoided. Of this there is no doubt. 

Of course, we can’t avoid all of them. But simple pre- 
@autions, most of which don’t cost anybody a cent, will pay 
enormous dividends. 

The suggestions I offer are not mine. They are from 
leaflets recently produced by the National Safety Council. 

What old people can do to prevent injuries: 


DON’T TRY TO GET UP quickly from sitting or lying- 
down position. Take it slowly. It will help prevent those 
momentary dizzy spells. 


ASK SOMEONE ELSE TO HELP, instead of trying to 
climb, or reach, or lift heavy things. Be proud of having 


grown old and remaining active, but don’t let pride make 
you take chances, 


HOLD ONTO RAILINGS on the stairs, etc. That’s what 
they’re for. 


DON’T GIVE IN to the temptation to slide into some 


old slippers. They don’t give firm footing. Instead, wear 
shoes and keep the laces tied. 


IT’S BETTER TO GET DRESSED, too, instead of loung- 
ing around in a loose robe or dressing gown which can catch 
on things and cause a stumble. 


WATCH OUT for loose sleeves. Perhaps they can be 
pinned snug, or held with rubber bands. But loose sleeves, 
besides snagging, may dangle too close to the flame of a 
stove or heater. 

For others in the house: 


KEEP COMMONLY USED ARTICLES on shelves or 


hangers between hip and eye level, to prevent need for 
stooping or reaching. 


IF THERE IS ANY DOUBT about an older person’s 
eyesight, have it checked periodically. Poor eyesight con- 
tributes to many an accident. (And periodic, checkups are 
a wise means of detecting glaucoma, cataracts or other de- 
fects which may be starting.) 


USE THAT “OUNCE OF PRECAUTION” and get rid of 
throw rugs, loose lamp cords, footstools, toys or other “‘trip- 
ping hazards’ in any area in which anyone walks. 


KEEP STAIRS WELL-LIGHTED—especially be sure that 
the light is on the steps. A lot of light at the top of a 


stairwell isn’t of great value if the steps themselves are in 
shadow. 


SEE THAT BEDS AND CHAIRS used by older folk are 
low enough so feet easily touch the floor, yet high enough 
so it isn’t a great effort to stand up. 


“GRAB BARS” FOR BATHTUBS and showers are an 
excellent investment. (You don’t have to be old to slip in 
the tub, either.) 


ESPECIALLY if an older person tends to be forgetful, 
watch out for stoves, irons and other appliances that may 
be left on. And make sure gas stoves are not turned on— 
without being lighted. If extra heaters are in use (old 
people often require more warmth) be sure they are approved 
for safety. In addition make sure that a window or door 
to the room is kept at least a little way open for ventilation. 

There are other things you can do to promote ease 
and safety and if you have that goal in mind, it will be 
much easier to recognize them.

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Bicycles Were Craze of the ‘90s 


Fad Gave the U.S. New Clothes, Habits and Outlook 


Country lanes 


Hardly a man now alive par- 
ticipated in the great bicycle 
craze that swept America in 
the Gay Nineties. It lasted only 
five years but, like the craze 
for autos and the craze for 
airplanes that followed, it gave 
the country new habits, new 
jokes, new clothes and a brand- 
new outlook. This account 
written by one who did partici- 
pate. It is from “The Best 
From American Heritage.”

WHEN A CRAZE of any kind 
really catches on in this republic, 
restraint does not characterize 
its reception. The great bicycle 
craze of the Gay Nineties offers 
a fairly good example. Listen to 
the editor of the New York Trib- 
une in 1695: ‘‘The discovery and 
progressive improvement of the 
bicycle is of more importance to 
mankind than all the victories 
and defeats of Napoleon, with 
the First and Second Punic Wars 
... thrown in.” 


If this hat-tossing enthusiasm 
seems to overlook a few other, 
fairly recent revolutions—steam, 
railroads, electricity—we may 
forgive the ’90s, for they were 
quite carried away by the new 
type of bicycle, which could be 
riddea by anyone. 

The craze hit all ages. It led 
to a change in women’s styles— 
skirts became shorter—and it 
started the movement toward de- 
cent roads. It was the great lev- 
eler, demonstrating that every 
man is as good as any other and 
maybe better. 


By 1895 more than 300 manu- 
facturers were producing bi- 
cycles, not counting the many 
small assembly shops — one of 
these, in Dayton, O., operated by 
Wilbur and Orville Wright. The 
biggest company was turning out 
the machines at the rate of one 
every minute. At least 1,000,000 
people in the United States were 
already awheel. Armories, roller- 
skating rinks, and dance halls 
had become riding academies to 
teach beginners. 

The craze lasted less than five 
years, but it was so all-pervading 
that a large part of the advertis- 
ing in leading magazines had to 
do with bicycles and accessories. 
Harper’s and Scribner’s pub- 
lished long articles and pieces of 
fiction by well-known authors 
about bicycles and bicycle tours. 
Medical journals discussed bi- 
cycling. The humorous weeklies 
depended on bicycles for many 
of their jokes and drawings. 
Newspapers had their bicycle 
columnists. 


Bicycles gave a lift to the 
whole national state of mind. 
This could not have come at a 
more opportune time. In the 
smaller towns there was not 
much that was interesting to do, 
especially for young people. 
Public libraries were small or 
nonexistent and public swim- 
ming pools undreamed of. 
There were no junior baseball 
leagues, and basketball, invent- 
ed in ’91, had not yet swept 
the country. It was small won- 
der that the safety bicycle was 
accepted as something glorious. 


With bicycling, you could ride 
to another town. Life had been 
circumscribed, without much 
social interchange between one 
town and another 15 or 20 miles 
away. Although there were rail- 
roads, it was not always easy to 
find a train that would bring 
you back the same day at a con- 
venient hour. 

On the bicycle you could go 
where you pleased, fixing your 
own schedule. Soon after I owned 
a bicycle I rode with two other 
boys the 16 miles from our Ohio 
town to Dayton, and at a cost 
of 50 cents, saw Joseph Jefferson 
in “Rip Van Winkle,” the first 
good actor any of us had ever

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Bicycle racing was one of the great sports of the day. Every male rider wanted to look 


seen. This was living. Our hori- 
zons were broadening. 

A big ‘help in this longer dis- 
tance traffic was the carbide 
lamp that produced acetylene 
gas. You filled a little tank with 
water which dripped down 
through a wick to a receptacle 
containing what looked like gray 
pebbles. When you held a match 
to the burner, you got a light 
better than might be expected— 
strong enough to show the ruts 
and holes in the road. 

A surprising thing was the 
number of older people who found 
the bicycle just what they needed. 
New York had a bicycle club 
with membership limited to men 
at least 60 years old. An enthusi- 
astic rider in Washington was 
Justice Edward D. White of the 
United States Supreme Court. 
The Chinese ambassador pre- 
sented a novel spectacle in his 
flowing silken robes, which re- 
quired him to use a woman’s 
type of wheel. 


Bicycling got an added boost 
when society people took it up. 
The Michaux Cycle Club, named 
for a French bicycle inventor, 
soon had among its members 
the Vanderbilts, Goulds, and 
others of the monde. It rented 
an old armory on upper Broad- 
way where members rode while 
a band played. What appealed to 
the members was that they could 
eat terrapin and other rich foods 
and, by exercising on the bicycle, 
keep down the waistline. 

Soon they began to ride in 
groups to the Claremont Inn, on 
Riverside drive, for breakfast, or 
to the Westchester Country Club 
for lunch. William K. Vanderbilt 
had to provide wheels at his 
Newport mansion for guests who 
had formerly been content with 
horses. 


Other cycling clubs were being 
formed. Some would ride about 
at night with Japanese lanterns. 
Some, in their enthusiasm, had 
yells. 

Doctors were often quoted on 
the effects of bicycling. The con- 
sensus was that not in 200 years 
had any one thing been of so 
great benefit to mankind. Thou- 
sands who never before got much 
outdoor exercise were now 
strengthening and developing 
their bodies. It was mentioned, 
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like a professional racer. 


too that thousands of city folk 
who knew nothing about nature 
were getting out into the country 
where they could inspect the 
birds and wild flowers an let 
taut nerves relax. 

Not many children had bi- 
cycles. Teen-agers, yes, but not 
small fry. The reason was that 
bicycles were expensive, a good 
one costing from $100 to $125. 
The most numerous riders, in 
their late teens and early twen- 


ties, wanted low handle bars, 
and rode humped over with the 
back almost parallel to the 
road. Every rider who had 
any get-up in him wanted his 
bicycle stripped of all nonessen- 
tials, to make it as light as 
the wheels used by racers. 

More and more business men 
were wearing baggy knicker- 
bockers and sweaters, ‘‘cyclist 
clothes,” wearing them even at 
store or office. 


in the '90s teemed with cyclists including such confident types as the pipe-smoker with his hands in his pockets. 


A young man might go tearing 
along at the rate of 10 or 12 
miles an hour, scaring horses 
and dogs and alarming pedes- 
trians. 

Dogs ran out to bark at all 
cyclists and sometimes to bite 
at a rider’s leg. This created 
a demand for a handy means of 
protection, and a company in 
Toledo advertised a device that 
became popular. It was similar 
to a small syringe. By pressing 
a metal clasp you could squirt a 
little diluted ammonia. It was in- 
teresting to observe the aston- 
ished look that came to a dog’s 
face. 


A fast or reckless driver was 
called a ‘‘scorcher.’”’ Even after 
fast riding and racing on city 
streets had died down, whenever 
a rider got into trouble with the 
police for any reason, the news- 
papers were likely to report that 
he was arrested for scorching. 

The surprising thing is that, 
with only about 1,000,000 bicycles 
in use in the mid-nineties, bi- 
cycle talk was so much greater, 
so much more persistent than it 
is today with 23,000,000 in use. 
Today most riders are children, 
and bicycling is only an incident 
in their lives. 

What brought an end to the 
craze, around the turn of the 
century, was, first of all, the de- 
velopment of the interurban elec- 
tric railways; and then the com- 
ing of the automobile—not very 
practical in 1900, but good enough 
to indicate the explosive shape 
of things to come.

BRIDGE WOULD BE a much 
easier game to play if only some 
kind soul would come along at 
the right moment and ring a 
bell to warn you of an imminent 
pitfall, 

The trouble is that these pit- 
falls sneak up on you unawares, 
and the first thing you know, 
the floor comes up and hits you, 
and it’s too late to do anything 
about it. 

South was in three notrump 
and West led a heart. Declarer 
played the ten from dummy and 

East won the ace. South fi- 

nessed the heart return losing 

the nine to the queen, and West 
led another heart, declarer win- 
ning the king as East discarded 

a spade. 

With only seven tricks in sight, 
South went after the clubs. He 
led a spade to the ace and suc- 
cessfully finessed the queen of 
clubs. Then, out of entries ‘to 
dummy, he played the ace and 
a low club. But when it turned 
out that the king of clubs did not 
drop and the suit was not divided 
3-3, South wound up with only 
eight tricks and went down one. 

The result could be marked 
up to bad luck, but, actually 
South should have made the 
hand. It all goes back to de- 
clarer’s play at trick one. He 
should have dropped the king 
of hearts on the ace! 

First, let’s examine the effect 
of this play. Regardless of what 
East returns at trick two, South 
can obtain an additional entry to 
dummy by later leading a heart. 
This extra entry permits him to 
finesse clubs twice instead of 
once and gives him nine tricks 
instead of eight. 

South can tell by using the 
Rule of Eleven that the only 
heart East has that is higher 
than the four is the ace. It 
therefore costs him nothing to 
play the king on the ace, and 
at the same time he increases 
his chances of making the con- 
tract. 

We grant & is unusual for 
South to drop the king on the 
ace, but it’s just like we said at 
the start. Somebody shoulda 
rung a bell!

NEW YORK, July 28. 

THE EXCITEMENT at the Republican national convention 
in Chicago has centered chiefly on the human rights plank 
in the platform, and there appeared to be as much Republican 
opposition in the South to a strong plank as there was among 
the Democrats. 

Both parties are bidding for the Negro vote, which is 
becoming an important factor in the big cities. 


With the great public interest generated in the 
two conventions by television, there now may develop 
a public demand for new procedures in selection of 
presidential and vice presideftial nominees. I came 
across a number of people in Missouri this past week 
end who felt, as I do, that the people should have a 
greater voice in the nomination of their candidates. 


It was interesting that Senator Barry Goldwater of Arizona 
would allow his name to be placed in nomination for President 
on the Republican ticket just to test the strength of the con- 
servatives in the party. This\is an acknowledgement that the 
Republican party is divided, just as the Democrats are, 
between the so-called liberals or progressives and the con- 
servatives or reactionaries. 

Vice President Richard Nixon’s statement that he would 
be willing to debate the campaign issues on television with 
Senator John Kennedy raises an interesting point. Such 
a debate probably could happen only on TV, for without it 
the debate would reach only a fraction of our people.

I WONDER what ever became 
of gooseberries. Not long ago 
I got a letter from a man who, 
remembering his mother’s goose- 
berry pies, went in search of 
gooseberries. He couldn’t find 
any, so he wanted to know 
where a man might buy goose- 
berry bushes.

Then the other day I was talk- 
ing to a couple who had a goose- 
berry experience. They en- 
countered some gooseberries in 
a market and the husband asked 
the wife if she would make him 
a gooseberry pie. She said she 
would try. They took the goose- 
berries home, and she went 
through the three or four cook- 
books she owned, but found no 
recipe for gqoseberry pie. She 
tried it on a hit or miss basis 
and it didn’t turn out so well. 
How, they want to know, do you. 
make a gooseberry pie? 

At the mere mention of goose- 
berry pie I began to drool a 
little, because I remembered 
the gooseberry pie I ate years 
ago. I, too, began to wonder 
about gooseberry pie. I started 
doing a Kittle research and I’ve 
decided that the gooseberry, if 
it isn’t extinct, has at least gone 
out of style. 

Most cookbooks don’t even 
recognize its existence. Some do, 
but in strange ways.

But I hap- 
pen to think that anyone who 
doesn’t appreciate tender young 
Onions deserves to eat out of 
tin cans. 

If you’ve never tried them, 
get a pound and a half of small 
white onions. Peel them and 
cook them whole in boiling salt- 
ed water for 20 to 30 minutes, 
or until they’re done but still 
whole. 

Drain them well. Add a fourth 
of a cup of butter, the juice of 
one lemon, two tablespoons of 
minced parsley, salt to taste and 
a dash of pepper. Toss them 
over iow heat until well mixed, 
and serve at once. 

Or you can cream them, like 
this: Again using small. white 
onions, cover them with white 
wine and boil them until they’re 
tender. Take the onions out and 
keep them hot while you reduce 
the wine, by boiling, to about a 
third of the original amount. 


“Then bring the liquid back to 


the original volume by addding 
a thick, rich white sauce. Put 
the onions back in, season to 
taste with salt and pepper, and 
serve it hot.

FRESH CONCRETE, being by 
mature a sort of gooey sub- 
stance, needs something to hold 
it in place until it has become 
hard. What you use to hold it in 
place are wood or,tmetal forms. 
On large jobs rather extensive 
forms are needed but for most 
jobs about the house, simple 
forms can be used. 

If you wish to pour a concrete 
walk or driveway the only forms 
needed are those along the side. 
The best way to produce these is 
simply to take a 2 by 4 or 2 by

IN THE YEAR Columbus made 
his first crossing of the Atlantic, 
the Moors were driven out of 
Spain. These people belonged to 
the Moslem faith.
